WASHINGTON (AP) - A con- 


gressional subcommittee withdrew

Program Will 
Ignite Battle 
in Congress 


By STANLEY MEISLER 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Kennedy asks Congress to- 
day for a new arsenal of legis- 
lative 
weapons against racial 


discrimination — proposals cer- 
tain to ignite long weeks of heat- 
ed, bruising combat on Capitol 
Hill. 


The President is expected to 


wrap up eight measures in his 
civil rights bundle, several o£ 
which have already evoked cries 
of hostility from segregationists 
and conservatives in Congress. 


The one drawing the shaprest 


fire would prohibit discrimination 
in most stores, restaurants, the- 
aters and hotels. 


Another expected major provi- 


sion would set up a program of 
about $1 billion to train Negroes 
and other workers for higher pay- 
ing jobs. 


The congressional road ahead 


will be lined with snags, laid there 
by the Rules Committee in the 
House and by Southern Demo 
crats and their filibuster in the 
Satiate. 


Kennedy's lieutenants likely will 


not move past the snags in either 
house without the help of Repub- 
licans. 


Kennedy is continuing his round 


of conferences at the White House 
hoping to weld national support 
behind his civil rights legislation 


He met Tuesday with eight gov- 


ernors and asked them to back 
up his federal action with state 
action of their own. He received 
a generally favorable response. 


He planned to meet this after- 


noon with school officials. In the 
last few weeks, he has met with 
mayors,businessmen, labor lead- 
ers, and religious leaders, asking 
them for suupport and for volun- 
tary steps toward desegregation

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


—The Tiros 7 weather observa- 
tory satellite rocketed into orbit 
today and on its first global pass 
transmitted a series of cloud cov- 
er pictures. 


The robot weatherman, main

Racial Fights 
Damage the 
Economy

ATLANTA, Ga. (API—Winds of 


racial strife, sweeping the United 
Sfnfcs with social revolution, have 
battered or badly damaged the 
economy of some cities. 


Boycots by Negroes, aimed at 


racial barriers, have forced white 
businessmen into biracial talks for 
desegregation when nothing else 
had an effect on social patterns 
and customs. 


Unrest, tension and violence 


which usually accompany racia: 
conflict within a community slow 
clown the economic pace even in 
the! 
absence ot 
direct 
bojtotl 


campaigns. 


For 
four years, Little Rock 


Ark., suffered industrial stagna 
lion in the wake of violence anc 
unrest over school desegregation 
—enforced by federal troops foi 
the first time in the United States 


No new plants moved to Littk 


Rock from the onset of the 195 
racial crisis until 1961, said Ev- 
erett Tucker, president of the 
school board and also head of the 
local industrial district. 


Little Rock now is booming in- 


dustrially, Tucker said'. He at- 
tributed 
the 
city's 
economic 


plunge1 to the racial (.roubles and 
particularly the closing of high 
schools for a time in 1958. 


"The Negro, because of his low 


economic status, has only mar- 
ginal power but it can be effec- 
tive," said a Southern Negro lead- 
er,, the Rev. Wyatt Tee Walker 
of Atlanta. 


What he calls marginal power 


often spells the difference 
be- 


tween profit and loss for some 
businessmen. This factor figured 
prominently in a desegregation 
agreement in Birmingham, Ala. 


Caught in a racial struggle1 that 


erupted into the streets in early 
April, Birmingham's economy was 
chopped by a two-edged sword— 
an effective boycott by Negroes 
and marching, picketing and oth- 
er demonstrations which helped

Personal Income 
Up in Arkansas 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Personal 


income of Arkansans in the five- 
year period, 1957-62, increased 33 
per cent, 12 per cent more than 
the average for the 50 states. 


This was disclosed in d'ata made 


public by Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
R-Ariz., during Senate debate on 
bills relating to labor unions. 


Goldwater contends that work- 


ers prospered more where state 
laws prevent compulsory union 
membership. 


"Fifteen of the 19 right-to-work 


states are shown to have exceeded 
the national average rate of im- 
provement," said Goldwater in 
citing recent figures compiled by 
the Commerce Department. 


"The average percentage rate of 


improvement in right - to - work 
states was 32 per cent, compared 
.with-the national.avei«sc of jQ 
per cent," ne saia. 


AVeragc wages over the five- 


year1 period were up 19 per cent 
in Texas, 18 per cent in Oklahoma

Court Ruling 
Accepted in 
Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Su- 


preme Court's sweeping decision 
outlawing required Bible readings 
anc< the recitation of the Lord's 
Prayer in public schools appeared 
odayi to have been accepted with 
ittle commotion in or out of Con- 
gress. 


The ruling, affecting thousands 


of classrooms all across the! land, 
was obviously expected,, however, 
in view of. the court's action last 
year 
againt-t use of a non-de- 


nominational prayer composed by 
New York authorities for 
the 


state's public schools. 


That decision brought down a 


storm of criticism on the tribunal, 
especially from Congress. 


But congressional 
reaction to 


Monday's 8 to 1 ruling was com- 
paratively mild. Generally,, the 
feeling seemed to be that inter- 
preting the laws and the Con- 
stitution was the court's job. 


"The Supreme Court has its 


function and we have ours," com- 
mented Senate Democratic lead- 
er Mike Mansfield, a Catholic. 


Many state officials, meanwhile 


hurriedly read the decision to see 
if it required changes in their 
public schools. Thirty-nine states 
now allow morning devotional ex- 
ercises in public schools. Many 
clergymen stressed a greater im 
portance of religious instruction 
in churches and homes, . < 


The court, acting on cases from 


Pennsylvania and Maryland, spe- 
cifically barred Bible-reading and 
the recital of the Lord's Prayer 
as part of required classroom ex- 
ercises in public schools. 


But there appeared! to be no 


room under the decision for a 
teacher to hold such exercises on 
her own since public school teach 
ers are government employes. 


"In 
the relationship between 


man and religion, the stale is 
firmly committed to neutrality," 
wrote Justice Torn C. Clark in 
the: majority' opinion.. 


He said the decision in no way 
hows hostility toward religion 
Nothing we have said here" in- 
icates that the study of the Bible 
r of religion "when presented ob- 
ectively as part of a secular pro- 
ram of education" is prohibited 
The two cases resulted from 
equircments in Baltimore, Md.
